A war poultry commissioner will 
be appointed for each coiuiLy in the 
state, a number o{ these officers nave 
been chosen, and will have Oe power 
to appoint a commissioner in each 
city. town, hamlet, or surrounding 
territory where poultry raising needs 
boosting. 


"The people of this country 
are 


not fally aware of the great shortage 
of all kinds of meat, and the urgent 
need of a more-rapid supply that will 
B11 this need. Our government real- 
izes the need ol something more rapid 
in development than cattle, hogs or 
sheep, to supplement the meat sup- 
ply. Poultry has been chosen as the 
only means of filling this requirement. 
The past year has been one of great 
hardship to poultry breeders. Feed 
has soared so high tiat hundreds and 
thousands of poultry raisers 
were 


forced to sell all or a part of their 
stocks. 


"Now that the 
government 
has 


taken a band in the poultry Industry 
it has also taken steps to provide a 
poultry feed that can be purchased at 
a reasonable price. An eipert feed 
committee was selected to formulate 
a feed That would meet all require- 
ments. This committee held a meet- 
ing in Harrisburg recently and placed 
a feed formula in the hands of the 
"War Poultry Commission that 
not
